Futrell Jr. of Helena, Ark., 
and Miss Linda Kay Lewis; and 
his grandmother, Mrs. A. J.

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Computer Projections 
Affect Election Outcome 

FOUR YEARS AGO on election night nationwide television 
networks had the audacity to broadcast computer projections 
of the outcome of the Presidential election before polls in the 
Far West had officially closed. 

It seemed to make relatively little difference to these news¬ 
men that such sweeping statements, the mere by-products of a 
machine, could profoundly affect the voting behavior of a very 
vital section of our count!?— the West Coast. 

SUCH BOLD CONCLUSIONS, compliments of the almighty 
computer, possibly tended to discourage voters In both par¬ 
ties, particularly In the case of the landslide victory predic¬ 
tions of 1964. Under these circumstances each side could 
tend to feel Its vote either unneeded or quite futule, and thus, 
the voting habits of a significant area would be altered. 

EVEN IF SUCH a prediction hastened supporters of the under¬ 
dog to the polls, this too would constitute a definite trend, un¬ 
anticipated and unaccounted for by the all-knowing master¬ 
mind. This alteration might even be significant enough to ren¬ 
der Its predictions Inaccurate. 

This year, according to Newsweek magazine, NBC plans 
to go ahead -vith projections as they become available. CBS 
plans to hold off until polls are closed unless the projections 
show that one of the candidates has won the needed 270 elec¬ 
toral votes. ABC says It will wait. 

FROM THIS REPORT, It seems that the criticism receiv¬ 
ed by the networks for their advance computer predictions 
In 1964 will go largely unheeded again this year. Apparently, 
they do not consider the western vote absolutely essential In 
evaluating the nation’s presidential favorite. 

At this rate voting may one day become obsolete. If the West 
is unheeded, why wait to hear from citizens In the North and 
South? Why not turn our decision-making over to a machine 
and save a fev tax dollars in the long run? 


Voter Actions , Not Gripes , 
Determine Election Results 


The date— November 5, 1968. The time when the polls 
open until thev close. The occasion— the presidential elec¬ 
tion. The location-here. 

IT HAS BEEN four years since the last presidential cam¬ 
paign and national election. It will be another four before the 
next one is held. it has b">en four years since the greatest 
majority vote in U.S. history went to one candidate. It will be 
another four years before we know the validity of the predic¬ 
tion that the two-party system will become extinct. 

So what’s to be done between today and November 5, 1968? 
And what’s to be done between November 5, 1968 and four 
years hence? 

IF YOU AREN'T 21 now, you will be by the next presiden¬ 
tial election. You can decide now that complaining about situa¬ 
tions Is hypocrisy when you don’t add actions to your words.

In the beginning popular 
music was rock-and-roll, bub¬ 
ble gum music with meaning¬ 
less lyrics devoted to the 
dance floor. Those were the 
days when a person listened 
to the music, then went ho ne 
and forgot it. The music had 
no meaning. 

TODAY, A PERSON cannot 
leave music behind. Today’s 
music Is not a collection of 
light, funny words put together 
by a light, carefree tune. To¬ 
day’s music is a message- it 
describes life and how it’is 
lived in different cultures 
environments, and social 
climates. 

Songs like James Brown's 
“It’s A Man’s World’’ and 
Aretha Franklin’s “Respect” 
express deep feelings of to¬ 
day's life from the minority 
group’s viewpoint. Janice 
Ian s “Society’s Child” de¬ 
scribes the typical ideas and 


feelings of a child who is 
being exposed to the stupid pre¬ 
judices and blind resent¬ 
ments of a middle class fam¬ 
ily. The family restricts 
her feelings for people with¬ 
out forcing upon her the ration¬ 
alizations for their behavior. 
TTie song tells the story that 
would take volumes to describe. 

THE MOTHERS OF Invention 
in songs like “Status Back 
Baby” and “You’re Probably 
Wondering Why I’m Here” 
force the listener’s brain to 
examine some rationaliza¬ 
tions. When put In water for 
the first time, many of these 
rationalizations sink to the 
bottom. 

Songs like “Flying High” 
and “Not So Sweet Martha 
Loralne” describe the prob¬ 
lems of a faction In American 
society that wants to find a 
better thing for America but 
can’t quite do it. The troubles 
and setbacks of America’s 
young generation are care¬ 
fully integrated into the music 
of Country Joe and the Fish. 

SONGS FROM “Mr. Plea¬ 
sant” by the Kinks to “Revo¬ 
lution” by the Beatles ex¬ 
press ideas and desires that 
all people have. The people 
of the world are forced to 
think about ideas they hear In 
a song when they won’t even 
read a newspaper. (The pre¬ 
sent-day composer refuses to 
die. Edgar Vearse, July, 1921).

In Perspective 


Dixon Sees 
Nixon Win 


The following Is the first of an In-depth series by News Edi¬ 
tor Bob Stack probing student opinion. Topics will focus pri¬ 
marily on serious or controversial Issues pertinent to the cam¬ 
pus, national, or International news or situations. 

With the ever-present iocai and national interest In the area 
of civil rights, the Volette News Editor, Bob Stack, recently 
enlisted the opinion of four students. 

By talking to Cary Woods and Ann Ingram, both sophomores 
In Liberal Arts, this editor learned the plight of the American 
Negro, his history, and his outlook to the future. Ken Yager, a 
senior in Liberal Arts and Chairman of the Youth for Nixon 
at UTM, and David Mixon, a junior In Business and leader of the 
Young People for Wallace, also contributed their opinions along 
similar lines. 

According to Woods, Reconstruction Days brought the Negro 
to northern cities where he settled in mass for protection. It 
is this same ghetto where the Negro currently gains his Black 
Power structure. 

There is no money going into the slums. The stores and ren¬ 
tals are tightly controlled. Schools are so inferior that young 
Negroes, eyeing little hope for the future, remained unchalleng¬ 
ed and turn to social deviants for heroes. 

Yager favors the reducing of corporate taxes upon those 
corporations that build In underdeveloped areas. Mixon 
sees a solution by making home ownership within the city a 
reality. Mixon suggests that this be accomplished through 
Federal loans, similar to FHA and Veterans' Administration, 
designed to be repaid With interest. 

To bring money into the ghetto, Mixon further suggested a 
Public Works Administration that would be beneficial to Am¬ 
erican progress. He noted, "We must get all to work and there¬ 
by develop a sense of pride.” 

Woods regarded riots as collective actions to show Amer¬ 
ica that Negroes are present and are united with a purpose. 
Woods stated that about fifty percent of the Negro population 
disavowed rioting as a means of expression when other chan- 


Seeress Jean Dixon pre¬ 
dicts a Nixon victory and a con¬ 
tinued war in South Vietnam, 
according to an article In the 
October 20 "Philadelphia In¬ 
quirer.” 

ACCORDING TO Mrs. Dixon, 
Nixon will be a unifying force 
for his country and will do more 
for Blacks than has been ac¬ 
complished in the last 100 
years.

nels are open to them such as lobbies and political represen¬ 
tation on the local, state, and national level. 

Yager believes that we should listen to the Negro mili¬ 
tant and give him a "piece of the action.” Yager sees rioting 
as one form of expression while lobbying has a better chance 
for political action. 

"Education Is the means by which all Civil Rights are 
achieved,” Mixon said on the topic of education. 

Yager expressed faith in a theory of vocational rehabilita¬ 
tion to break the vicious cycle of dependency upon the govern¬ 
ment welfare programs, which he terms as a failure so far. 
Yager continued, "Education should not be slacked if we are 
not to shortchange the future of America.” 

In contrast Woods stated, "Education itself cannot bring 
about equality. It requires an over-all change of attitude and 
sharing of common interests among ALL Americans.” 

Through legislation the American Negro has gained some of 
his fully deserved rights. However, according to Woods, "Laws 
can only change the physical aspects of equality— not the atti¬ 
tudes. If these energies, directed toward prejudice, could be 
channelled into educational, social, and political reforms, w e

(Continued from page three) 
could build a ‘true* America.” 

Likewise, Yager feels that all Americans should remove the 
stigma of hate and prejudice, and work shoulder-to-shoulder to 
build a society that is “not Black people, not white people, 
but Americans.” 

Mixon stated, “No one person in this country has the right 
to enforce what he believes upon everyone else. It is up to 
the individual to decide what his attitudes should be. A man’s 
attitudes, within his own conscience, are undeniably correct.” 

Woods pointed out that the emerging Negro Is not looking 
for the “dole of sympathy” but a challenge to help to build 
a homogenous society. Woods said, “We simply want to be in¬ 
cluded into society; not to be held disjunct.” 

“We are all Americans. There should be no second-class 
citizens. I believe, to a large extent, that this country has mov¬ 
ed toward these objectives ever since it was founded, and we’re 
still moving that way. There will constantly be a struggle to 
recognize people merely as Americans; whether it is to dis¬ 
tinguish between Black or White, North or South, and our 
constant objective is to provide people who are solely Ameri¬ 
can,” Mixon added. 

Yager, in turn, stated, “One of the things that made this 
country a great nation is the concept of mutual tolerance and 
respect. This concept has eroded over the past couple of years. 
It must be restored sothat we might fuller enjoy our democracy 
and pass it along to future g .erations.”.

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Memphis Mayor Bombs 
Apathy In US Politics

“Next time that you see something that you don’t like about 
government, you can put It directly attributed to the tact that 
you have not taken part In government.’’ 

THOSE WERE THE words of Memphis Mayor Henry Loeb as 
he challenged students to participate more actively In govern¬ 
ment last Wednesday In the first lecture of this years’ series. 
The mayor spoke on "some things pertaining to Memphis, and 
opened the floor to discussion on various topics. 

In his opening remarks, Mayor Loeb said that he had "an 
axe to grind.” 

"EACH OF US needs to be more active in government, and 
particularly the young people that Pin looking at tonight.” 
TTie mayor also said that politics Is a fascinating business, 
and that it Is not necessary to run for office In order to parti¬ 
cipate actively In government. 

On national affairs, Mayor Loeb noted that most of what he 
dislikes about our present national government Is wrapped up 
in the Pueblo Incident. 

"WE'RE HERE AT UT In Martin tonight, going about our 
private ways and doing as we please, while there are 80 men 
under orders and who were beyond territorial waters when 
they were captured, and nothing has been done about it. This 
country Is strong enough to do what It should do,” said the 
mayor. 

He went on to say that now is the time to turn back to the 
morality that was taught at home, in schools, and in various 
churches. 

MAYOR LOEB talked about the structure of the new Memphis 
city government, opened the floor to discussion, and repeated his 
challenge to the students to become actively interested In gov¬ 
ernment.
